within said wash chambef while spinning said wash 
chamber at a speed po effect less than a one gravity 
centrifugal force^on said fabric such that said fabric 
will tumble wl^in said wash chamber as it spins; 
draining said wash chamber of said rinse water. 




7. A method of rinsing fabric according to claim 6, 
wherein said step of draining\compris<6s sj)inning said wash 
chamber. 

8. A method of rinsing fsJ^ricJ accordiWg to claim 6, 
including the* step of: 

washing said fabric in a confcentirated d^tei^ent solution of 
at least 0.5% by weight detergent pefoK^ 
said fabric.
